A  TANAKA,  Ryukichi,  American  age  -  years  old# 

Q  Do  you  know  the  defendant,  iTTO,  Akira? 

A  Yes# 


Q  Since  when  did  you  know  hir? 

A  Since  1910  when  I  net  bin  at  the  officers  candidate  school 
where  *'e  studied r  He  vas  one  class  ahead  of  me.  Since  1917 
we  became  good  friends  as  we  studied  together  in  the  Amy 
College# 

Q  Do  you.  knov/  v/hat  nosition  the  defendant  -TTO  held  from 
October  1939  to  April  1°42? 

A  Yes#  He  was  Chief  of  the  Military  Affairs  Bureau# 

Q  'hat  nosition  did  you  hold  during  that  time? 

A  From  December  193^  to  March  1940  I  was  the  Chief  of  the 
Dlsciuline  Section  of  the  'iilitary  Service  Bureau.  From 
December  1P40  to  Sente^ber  1°4?  I  was  Chief  of  that  ’Iilitary 
Service  Bureau, 

Q  ’.'/hen  the  defendant  i-XTO  was  Chief  of  the  Military  Affairs 
Bureau  and  you  were  Head  of  the  Military  Service  Bureau, 
where  did.  you  have  your  offices? 

A  First  we  had  our  offices  at  iya^ezake  Building  but  in 

January  1942  the  War  Ministrv  v/as  transferred  to  the  oresent 
building#  Herr.  -IUT0  occuoird  a  corner  room  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  building  which  is  now  Room  No,  262  oecuoied  by 
the  Japanese  oross  ohotograDhcrs,  My  o^icc  hem  was  on 
the  third  floor  in  the.  sa.""  room  no-'  occvnied  by  th^  Chief 
of  the  Investigative  Division  of  the  International 
°rosccution  Section* 

n  eihen  the  defendant  MU70  ’"as  Chief  o'*  the  Military  Affairs 
Bureau  and  you  were  Head  of  the  "ilitarv  Service  Bureau,  did 
vou  have  frequent  oooortuntties  to  "*~et  and  discuss  official 
matters  together? 

A  Yes,  wc  frequently  went  out.  to  lunch,  "o  ”ront  to  uartios 
to?r+h-:r,  and  wc  attended  bi-weekly  conferences  of  the  ’7a r 
•Ministry  together  that  were  held  every  Tuesday  and  Friday. 

Q  rhon  the  defendant  TOJO  was  ’Var  Minister,  v;ho  was  his  right 
band  pan? 

A  ITO,  while  he  "’as  holding  the  office  as  Chief  of  tho  Military 
Affairs  Bureau,  MTTO  was  more  than  TOJO's  ri?ht  hand  man,  he 
was  TOJO's  brain#  TOJC  -'as  oractically  th*  nhonograoh  record 
while  Ml'TO  ran  th"  ohonograDh  machine, 

•)  inder  the  TOJO  regime,  which  had  the  higher  category  -  the 
Army  Chief  of  Starf  or  !XT0  as  Chief  of  the  'ilitary  Affairs 
Bureau? 
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A  Under  the  TOJO  regime*,.  U?0  ns  more  influential  than  the 
Chief  of  the  General  Sta*'*'.  TOJO  was  all  oo-'erful, 

Q  Had  MUTO  any  influence  on  oolicics  laz’d  down  by  the  General 
Staff? 

A  Yes,  the  General  Staff  could  not  make  decisions  on  any 

important  matters  regarding  the  war  wjthout  TCJO's  or  IIl’TO's 
consent, 

0  Why? 

A  Because  T.UTO  was  in  charge  of  the  rill4  ary  budget, 

Q  What  has  that  cot  to  do  V7ith  the  decision  of  the  General 
Staff? 

A  The  General  Staff  had  no  »-onoy  and  if  they  wanted  to  make 
war  they  had  to  ask  the  War  Minister  to  let  th'-m  have  money, 

b  On  or  about  ?°  November  1°41  do  you  recall  h^vinr  had  any 
conversations  with  th<*  defendant  MUTO? 

A  Yes,  it  was  a  day  or  t'"o  after  the  recciut  of  the  note  from 
Secretary  of  State  Hull,  hUTO  told  re  that  unless  Janan 
goes  to  w ar  with  the  United  Spates,  Janan  ,oould  lose  all 
position  and  wealth  in  the  Par  Fast, 

•}  Before  November  1,  1941  what  were  the  views  and  attitude  of 
MUTO  towards  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain? 

A  Fven  before  that  iTUTO  always  advocated  war  with  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain, 

0  Do  you  recall  when  the  attae,r  on  Pearl  Harbor  was? 

A  Yes,  it  was  on  the  Pth  of  D-ce.nber  1941, 

Q  Do  you.  remerber  if  ther^  was  a  meeting  called  by  the  V/ar 
Minister  at  noon  that  day? 

A  Yes,  at  noon  of  December  P  the  V/ar  Minister  sv^roned  all 
the  officials  in  the  War  Ministry  9nd  cave  us  an  address 
of  instructions  in  the  auditorium.  MUTO  and  I  sat  together 
and  MUTO  said,  "At  last  "»e  have  made  it.  This  made  TOJO 
a  hero", 

Q  On  the  next  dav,  December  9,  d*'*  you  haxnon  to  meet  IJITO? 

A  Yes,  we  had  lunch  together  in  the  mss  hall, 

Q  Do  you  recall  what  he  said  to  v0v  at  the  time? 

A  MUTO  told  me  that  he  bad  kno,;'n  long  before  of  the  operational 
nlan  to  attack  Pearl  Harbor  on  Q  December  1°41,
